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SEVENTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT. 


In presenting its Seventy-first Annual Report, the 
Council ot The Royal Zoological and Acclimatisation Societv 
of Victoria has to record a year of considerable achieve¬ 
ment. Several works of outstanding importance have been 
completed during the period under review, the main one being 
the establishment of a special section for the exhibition of 
Australian fauna, in charge of Mr. David l'leay, B.Sc. 

The Native Fauna reserve, covering an area of three and 
a half acres, was commenced towards the end of March, 1934. 
Its main objects are the housing of Australian animals in 
congenial enclosures approaching natural conditions as closely 
as possible and also the presentation, systematic group¬ 
ing and labelling of the various exhibits in accordance with 
the educational aims and purposes of our Society. The 
varied members of the large Kangaroo family are ranged in 
paddocks forming three sides of a square about the section 
and visitors may pass in descending order of size from the 
large Red and Great Grey species down through a fine show 
of wallabies to the tiny Rat-Kangaroo, no larger in size than 
a rabbit. Occupying a central position arc the most attrac¬ 
tive and unique members of our remarkable fauna in the 
shape of the Koala, the Platypus and the Spiny Ant-eater, 
and near these are the quaint Wombats—both Victorian and 
Tasmanian species. Also of note is a very large enclosure 
measuring ninety feet in length, twenty-four feet in height 
and twenty feet in width provided for the Flying Phalangcrs. 
This “aviary/’ containing three red gums and inhabited by 
thirty Phalangcrs of five species, represents the first con¬ 
struction of its kind where-in these volplaning marsupials 
may be observed in “flight” at night during specially con¬ 
ducted tours. Quite a number of such exhibitions have been 
held on summer nights and many distinguished Centenary 
visitors have been keenly interested in the Possums, Phalan- 
gers, Bandicoots, Phascogales, Pouched Mice, Tiger Cats, 
Native Cats, Koalas and the Platypus, all of which 
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arc seen at their best after night-fall. The Reptiles 
are housed in large open-air enclosures, three separate 
places being provided for Lizards, Snakes and Water 
Tortoises respectively. In these enclosures the in¬ 
mates display themselves most attractively on sunny 
days. They are provided with hollow logs, trees, ponds and 
underground caverns so that during cold weather and at 
night-fall they may retire to snug quarters. The open-air 
“Snake Park” with its ninety residents (Tiger, Black, Brown 
and Carpet Snakes) is now proving one of the greatest 
“draws” in the Gardens. The bird aviaries are built in one 
large block measuring two hundred feet in length by eighty- 
seven feet in breadth and they are so designed that the doors 
run along the front, just inside the wire, consequently the 
public and the keepers do not get behind the birds and 
frighten them. One of the most spectacular sights is afforded 
by the Wedge-tailed Eagles sailing majestically from end to 
end of their huge aviary, eighty feet in length. It is the 
largest aviary yet constructed in the Melbourne Zoo. 
Dingoes, Tasmanian Devils, Tiger Cats and other animals are 
provided with large earthen-lloored runs. A similar enclosure 
is ready for a pair of Marsupial Wolves, but although per 
mission has been granted by the Tasmanian Government for 
their capture, none of these very rare marsupials has yet 
been obtained. 

During the brief existence of the new section it is 
pleasing to record a good deal of progress and success. The 
Platypus, a young male specimen, has now completed its 
fourth full month in captivity. It is feeding remarkably well 
on six hundred worms, two dozen tadpoles and a large por¬ 
tion of two eggs (in the form of a custard) each evening and, 
naturally, it has grown considerably since its arrival. The 
public has viewed it on an average of five times a week 
between the hours of 4 and 4.30 in the afternoon and the 
animal obligingly swims round its tank with few signs of 
nervousness. In fact it. occasionally catches and eats tad¬ 
poles after chasing them about like a seal pursuing a fish. 
The Koalas (ten in number) are thriving, and in the seven 
months of their residence in the new quarters no deaths have 
occurred. Plentiful supplies of manna gum are kept fresh 
in water tins fastened to the trees, and at regular intervals 
bundles of apple box and red gum provide an acceptable 
change of diet. Grey Kangaroos, Black-faced Kangaroos, 
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Black-tailed Wallabies, Bennett Wallabies and Rufous- 
bellied Wallabies have produced young and reared them 
successfully, but a young Tasmanian Rat-Kangaroo, upon 
which great hopes were pinned, was, unfortunately, accident¬ 
ally killed. Among the smaller marsupials Native Cats, Ring¬ 
tailed Possums, Silver-grey Possums and Lesser Plying 
Phalangers have been bred, while a family of three Tas¬ 
manian Devils has been reared, although the young ones 
were not born in the Zoo, as they came from Tasmania as 
minute embryos in the pouch of the mother. In the open-air 
Lizard enclosure interesting performances have been wit¬ 
nessed bv large numbers of visitors when female Tree 
Dragons dug holes and laid eggs up to the number of nine. 
Their antics in filling up the excavations and also in chasing 
away other reptilian intruders have delighted all. Though the 
majority of birds were housed in the section after the nest¬ 
ing season had commenced extreme good fortune favoured us. 
Twelve Brush Turkey chickens emerged from the mound 
during late November and December and they have developed 
into very healthy birds. The Boobook Owls successfully 
brooded on eggs, and hatched and reared young ones for the 
first time in the history of the Gardens. In addition to this, 
Zebra Pinches and Diamond Sparrows, or Spotted-sided 
Pinches, have been bred, while Crimson Pinches and-Gouldian 
Pinches have nested. Diamond Doves—smallest of Aus¬ 
tralian Doves—have reared many families, but, unfortunately, 
a brooding Banded Plover had her eggs eaten by rats. A 
large water-bird aviary is urgently needed for the exclusive 
use of Plovers, Herons, Spoonbills and Ibises. Several of 
these birds recently had their nesting efforts brought to 
nought by such “bullies ,, as the Pelicans. We possess a fine 
collection of Egrets, Nankeen Herons, White-faced Herons, 
Spoonbills and Ibises, which we hope eventually to house in 
a separate enclosure amongst greenery over a suitable arti¬ 
ficial lagoon. 

The erection of the Australian Fauna section is an entirely 
new departure in the history of Zoological Societies, no 
such effort having before been attempted either in Australia 
or any other part of the world. The Council had long felt 
that such a collective grouping should be one of the out¬ 
standing features of an Australian Zoo as, apart iiom its 
general educational value to students of Australian fauna, it 
must prove of great interest to visitors from overseas, to 
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whom Australia’s unique animals and birds never fail to make 
a special appeal. The section was officially opened on 11th 
October, by the Premier, Hon. Sir Stanley Argyle, K.B.E. 

This addition to the Gardens has placed a great financial 
strain upon the Society's resources. Unfortunately, although 
the latter part of the year under review coincides with the 
celebrations of the Victorian Centenary, the gate takings at 
the Zoo suffered, like other outdoor attractions, as a result 
of the inclement weather that prevailed during the holiday 
period. There has, however, been no lack of enthusiasm 
shown by those who have visited the Section. 

A memorable day in the history of the Society was 
Sunday, 4th November, when the Grenadier Guards’ Band 
gave an afternoon performance, which attracted the greatest 
number of people ever accommodated by the Zoo. One 
result of this visit was to counteract, in part, the adverse 
effect upon our finances caused by the generally unfavor¬ 
able weather experienced throughout the year. 

In addition to the work carried out in the Australian sec¬ 
tion, the general efficiency of the main Gardens has been 
maintained, much having been done there, such as renewal 
of many gravel walks and the repairing and painting of 
fences and various buildings. 

The Council is pleased to report that the health and con¬ 
dition of the whole collection is generally satisfactory. 

The revenue from gate receipts amounted to £ 5523 / 8 / 9 , 
as compared with >£6105/9/11 received from this source in 
1933. 

The Elephant, Donkey-carriages and Motor-railway 
throughout the year maintained their popularity with the 
children. The Elephant carried 45,518, the Donkey-carriages 
39,755 and the Motor-railway 82,395. 

The total number of visitors who paid for admission to 
the Gardens during the year amounted to 287,751, as com¬ 
pared with 293,570 in 1933. Children from Charitable Insti¬ 
tutions and State and Primary Schools,who are admitted free 
of charge, are not included in the cbove figures.

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PROCEEDINGS AT ANNUAL MEETING.

The Seventy-first Annual Meeting of the Royal Zoo¬ 
logical and Acclimatisation Society of Victoria was held at 
the office of the Society, Zoological Gaulens, on Thursday, 
28th February, 1935, at 3 p.m. 

Present — Hon. J. G. Membrey, Vice-President (in the 
Chair), Professor Sir W. Colin MacKenzie, K.B., M.D., Dr. 
W. T. Kendall, Dr. E. Brooke Nichulls, Hon. J. Flume-Cook, 
Councillor A. G. Wales, A. V. Galbraith Esq., L. J. Levy Esq., 
F. Lewis Esq., 1). Picking Esq., the Director, the Assistant 
Director and the Curator of the Australian Section. 

An apology for absence was received from the President, 
Ambrose Pratt Esq. 

The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Minutes of the Seventieth Annual Meeting, held 27th 
February, 1934, were read, and they were confirmed on the 
motion of Mr. Lewis, seconded by Dr. Brooke Nicholls. 

The Chairman moved: “That the Report and Financial 
Statement of the Council for the year 1934, be taken as read.” 
Seconded by lion. J. llume-Cook, and carried. 

Hon. J. G. Membrey: Gentlemen, in moving that the Re¬ 
port and Financial Statement of the Council for the past year 
be received and adopted, I wish t<> make reference to the 
serious illness of our President, Mr. Ambrose Pratt, which 
has continued now for some weeks. I am sure that we are 
all pleased to know that he is recovering and in the course 
of a few days should be able to be about again. For nine 
weeks he has been confined to bed and we all regret, on 
account of this being the occasion of the Annual Meeting, 
that he is not here to take his accustomed place. We are all 
aware of the great enthusiasm Mr. Pratt has always mani¬ 
fested with regard to our Zoo and it will be a great dis¬ 
appointment to him t<> have to remain in bed instead of being 
present today. I am very sure that the apology of our Presi¬ 
dent has been received with deep regret, 
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The Report and Financial Statement have been circulated, 
and you each have a copy before you. I wish to make a few 
remarks about the Zoo. First of all, 1 would like to say that 
the interest in the Zoo is being maintained. It is being well 
patronised by the public but, during the past year, when our 
Centenary celebrations were being kept up, 1 am given to 
understand that the various counter attractions had a very 
serious effect upon the attendances at the Zoo. The weather 
conditions, too, were such that, unfortunately, we have not 
had the large attendances we fully expected. At the same 
time, in connection with the Centenary, a great deal has been 
done at the Zoo. For a considerable time the Council had 
the matter under consideration of setting apart a portion of 
the Gardens for an Australian section. Now that section 
has been completed and it is clearly demonstrated that it is 
well patronised by the public. The public has been here in 
large numbers and we have heard on all hands the great 
interest that is being shown by the people of Melbourne ill 
this collection. The Curator, Mr. Fleay, has spent consider¬ 
able time and expended a great deal of enthusiasm in planning 
and building up this section and the President, as you know, 
displayed a very keen interest in it right from the start and 
we have today as an asset, a unique collection that no other 
Zoo in the world has got. Wc have all the Australian fauna 
grouped together there and it is a delightful thing, not only 
to children but to adults as well, to see this section. Of 
course, the financial resources of the Zoo are limited. We 
have not been able to spend the amount of money that wc 
would have liked to spend in connection with the Gardens, 
otherwise a good deal more would have been done today. 
When 1 remind you that in years gone by the Government 
subsidy was £4,000 and now we receive £2,500, and with the 
added attractions which necessitate increased expenditure on 
the part of the Council, you will see that that £2,500 is cer¬ 
tainly a handicap. We all know that the Government has 
not been able to pay us the former subsidy but the Govern¬ 
ment, at the same time, has assisted us very liberally. 1 also 
wish to thank the State Employment Council for the great 
help it has afforded the Gardens in providing, through the' 
Unemployed Relief Fund, the sum of £1,500, which has been 
spent on building up the Australian section referred to. The 
whole of that section cost £3,700. I would like, to say, also, 
that the Melbourne City Council is exhibiting an interest in 
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the Zoo. We are very glad to have the Lord Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor A. G. Wales with us today. He was elected to the 
Council of the Society some months ago and takes a very 
great interest in the Zoo. We have gained the sympathy of 
the City Council and a great deal of money is being spent by 
it in making roads to the Gardens. I might add that oilr 
President asked me to mention this because he realises that 
the very fact of our having that gentleman as a member of 
our Council is a very great acquisition indeed. 1 would also 
like to emphasise the fact of our limited resources and 1 
think the time has come when we might safely appeal for 
the help we so urgently need. 1 would ask you to take par¬ 
ticular notice of this because we have some fine public-spirited 
citizens in this city, and, indeed, throughout the State, and we 
should induce them to realise the great educational value of 
the Zoo. 1 want to make an appeal, and 1 do so on behalf of 
the President. If those citizens could see their way clear to 
help us we could make a great deal more of the Zoo than is 
possible at the present time. 1 believe, if the matter were 
brought before the public in the right way, there are those 
willing to help, and in doing so would benefit one of the 
finest educational institutions in our midst. When we see in 
the Report the large numbers that visit the Gardens from 
year to year and the big percentage of children, we can real¬ 
ise that the Zoo is a great education to them. 1 think that, 
if the representatives of the Press would bring this sugges¬ 
tion before the public very prominently, we might receive 
the help so urgently needed at the present time. We still 
have our veteran, Mr. Wilkie. Sixty-six years ago he was an 
employee of the Botanic Gardens. He was taken from those 
Gardens and brought to the Zoo and he has been here for 
that long term—sixty-six years. Let me congratulate you 
most heartily, Mr. Wilkie, upon your still youthful appear¬ 
ance and for the kind regard that all the animals have for 
you. 1 want also to tell you that you have the esteem of 
all the members of the Council. 1 do not think I need enlarge 
on the work of the Zoo. We are carrying out a very im¬ 
portant public duty. We meet around "this table frequently 
and endeavour to evolve, from time to time, something that 
will prove an extra attraction in the Gardens. We are, unfor¬ 
tunately, not in the happy position of the mother State, where 
a quarter of a million pounds was made available for the 
building up of the Sydney Zoo. We have not got the site 
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that the Sydney Zoo has, but 1 venture to say that we have 
a collection that is to be found in very few Zoos. We do 
not take second place to any Zoo in the world, unless, perhaps, 
it is the London Zoo and 1 even think that we can say very 
positively here that we have the finest collection of animals. 
You will notice that our Expenditure for the year was a little 
under £14,500 and the Receipts £13,129/6/2, so that we have 
gone back a little this last year, but I feel sure that, since the 
commencement of the financial year, on account of the extra 
attendances, we shall see a better result financially. 

Sir Colin Mackenzie: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I 
have pleasure in seconding the adoption of the Report and 
Financial Statement, and, in doing so, desire to add a few 
words to what our worthy Chairman has said. The Council 
may congratulate itself on the state of the Melbourne Gar¬ 
dens, and, as Mr. Mcmbrcy stated, they stand amongst the 
great Zoological Parks of the world, comparing favourably 
with those of London and the Bronx, New York. The estab¬ 
lishment of the Australian Section is one outstanding feature 
to which 1 particularly wish to refer. Australian fauna has 
always been well represented in the Melbourne Zoo, but now 
it is a separate section. People of this city can contemplate 
it not only from the point of view of education for the young, 
but can also derive from it much that is valuable for scien¬ 
tific education. In the New York Zoological Gardens a 
Platypus lived for forty-nine days and created enormous 
interest there. In our new section of the Melbourne Zoo a 
Platypus, the oldest of living Mammals, has lived now for 
over four months in surroundings closely approaching natural 
conditions. We can scarcely realise the value of this fact. 
It is very interesting at this particular juncture, as some of 
the world’s most eminent medical men arc in Melbourne for 
the Congress of The Royal Australian College of Surgeons, 
and it would be a great pity if they left this city without 
seeing this unique animal. The illustrious founder of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, John Hunter, unfortunately died 
before the Platypus was discovered. Hunter died in 1793. 
As a matter of fact, at the time of his death lie was engaged 
upon researches on the fauna of Australia; but the Platypus 
was not brought to the notice of scientific authorities until 
1797. Visiting medical scientists at the present time thus have 
an opportunity of seeing, in the Echidna and the Platypus, the 


animals that John Hunter did not live long enough to see. 
Their unique value lies in the fact that they constitute the 
link between the Reptile, Bird and Mammal, and are only 
found in the Commonwealth of Australia. 

Councillor A. G. Wales: I have very great pleasure in sup¬ 
porting the motion for the adoption of the Report and Balance 
Sheet. I have not, as you know, been a member of the Zoo¬ 
logical Council for long but I have been most interested in 
the work and have done what little I could to help the 
Gardens along. I want to add to your appeal my special 
support. When it is recognised that the Gardens last year 
had 287,751 paying visitors and a very large number of children 
who did not pay, I think that 1 would be right in saying it 
would be a national calamity if the Zoological Gardens were 
not kept up to the highest possible standard. 1 suppose 
Victoria is fortunate in having as many liberal-spirited 
citizens as any city in the world and I am sure that your 
appeal to those gentlemen, Mr. Chairman, would not fall upon 
deaf ears. 1 would appeal particularly to those of means to 
keep the Gardens financially safe for the children, and this 
can never be done without the support of those able to help 
this worthy and great work. 1 also wish to add, with you, a 
tribute to the whole of the Staff of the Gardens for the ex¬ 
cellent work carried out during the year. Finances have, we 
might say, always been strained and at one stage, although 
the Staff was not at all sure that the next week’s wages would 
be forthcoming, they took it philosophically because their 
hearts are in their work. We are fortunate indeed to have 
such a splendid lot of men working for the Society. 1 trust 
also that the President will be restored to health at the 
earliest possible moment. His enthusiastic and excellent 
work is very well known to us all. I have great pleasure in 
supporting the motion. 

I he motion was put and carried unanimously. 

The retiring members of the Council, in accordance with 
Regulation 2, namely, A. V. Galbraith Esq., L. J. Levy Esq. 
and Professor Sir W. Colin MacKenzie, K.B., M.D., were de¬ 
clared re-elected, no nominations having been received. 

Mr. F. Lewis: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, it affords me 
much pleasure to move that Mr. Ambrose Pratt be re-elected 
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as President of the Council for the ensuing* year. When 1 
saw him the cither day he expressed regret that he would be 
unable to be present today. Mr. Pratt, as you all know, has 
had a long* experience with the Society and those of you who 
are qualified to compare the former position with that since 
Mr. Pratt took office will agree that a great improvement 
has been made in the Gardens. Of course there is still room 
for improvement but, that mainly depends upon finances 
which we hope will be available. No one would desire to re¬ 
place Mr. Pratt, nor at the present time I am sure could any¬ 
one occupy the position to better advantage than he. Referr¬ 
ing to the new section in the Gardens, you are all aware that 
it was chiefly due to Mr. Pratt’s initiative that it was brought 
about and built up, and had it not been for the splendid work 
that he put into it, it would have been difficult to carry out. 
Rut now that the Australian section is established everybody 
must agree that it is a very fine thing and we have to thank 
Mr. Pratt for what has been accomplished. 

Hon. J. Hume-Cook: In supporting the re-elccti >n of Mr. 
Ambrose Pratt, as President, I would like to say that Mr. 
Pratt has now given years of service to the Gardens. It is a 
long time since he first became associated with the Council, 
and, throughout that period, he has made it the aim of his life 
to do what he can to make the Melbourne Zoological Gardens 
the finest in the world. If he had had his way, there would have 
been no question about the Melbourne Zoo being one of the 
three best in the world, it would have been at the head of 
them all, and, if the programme for which he was respon¬ 
sible could have been carried out, that position would have 
been attained. 1 come to the Zoo very frequently and send 
visitors here and, frankly, l am ashamed of the houses in 
which some of the animals have to be kept. The fault was 
never with the President, lie had laid out a programme 
which, if it could have been given effect to, would have placed 
every animal and bird in this Zoo in such conditions of clean¬ 
liness and comfort as would not have been excelled anywhere 
else in the world. I think that if the Argyle Government is 
returned again, this Council would be very wise indeed to 
request a deputation to the Premier to place before him what 
T consider to be the justifiable desire of this organisation to 
make this great public institution—for it is nothing less— 
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worthy of the finest city in the Australian Commonwealth, 
and, indeed, one of the finest cities in the world. Kor some 
reason, which I have never been able to understand, the Zoo 
in Victoria gets less attention than any other Zoo. As far as 
New South Wales is concerned, many thousands of pounds 
of public money are being spent to make the institution at¬ 
tractive, apart from its wonderful scenic position. Why can 
not something of the kind be done in Victoria? If they can 
get the support of the Government there — and they do 
get it, — then I think we might enlist the support of the 
Government here. I5ut returning to the President and the 
programme which was laid down some years ago. Under his 
guidance, several of the larger items have been carried out, 
but there still remains much to be done, and as this is an 
institution of great public interest and one of the sights to 
be seen by visitors from elsewhere, 1 think it would pay the 
Government handsomely to let us have a capital sum of 
£5,000 or £6,000. In the reduced grant now being received, 
we feel that we are being denied £1.500 which is our right. 
We ought to get £4,000 as a subsidy, but if the Government 
would help us in the way I have suggested, namely, by capital 
grant, it would enable us to carry out the original programme, 
which should at least return interest costs. We are looking- 
forward to having Mr. Pratt as our President again and 1 
sincerely trust that his present illness will leave no weakness 
behind but that he will be here for many years to aid us in 
our work of carrying on. 

The motion was put and carried by acclamation. 

Mr. Levy: “I have the pleasure to move that the retiring 
Vice-Presidents, namely, Professor Sir W. Colin MacKcnzie 
and Hon. J. G. Membrey, be re-elected.” 

Seconded by Mr. Galbraith, and carried unanimously. 

Hon. J. Hume-Cook was unanimously' re-elected Hon. 
Treasurer on the motion of Dr. Kendall, seconded by Mr. 
Lewis. 

Dr. E. Brooke Nicholls: Mr. Chairman, gentlemen and 
members of the Press, the Council is more than grateful for 
the assistance received from the metropolitan and country 
Press in connection with the Gardens. We live on publicity, 
and the response of 287,751 visitors has been largely due to 
the many photographs and paragraphs that have appeared 
from time to time in the Press, drawing attention to the 
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animals. Professor Sir Colin MacKenzic has referred to the 
wonderful attraction that the Platypus should be in our Zoo¬ 
logical collection, and 1 just want to say that in the Re¬ 
search Sanctuary at Badger Creek, which bears Sir Colin’s 
name, (1 use the word research in its fullest term) there is a 
Platypus which has been in charge of Mr. Robert Eadie for 
almost two years. A second platypus has done well in the 
Sanctuary for three hundred days, while our own specimen in 
the Zoo has lived for over three months. That is a record for 
the whole world. During the two years' captivity of “Splash" 
in Mr. Eadie’s private garden, that little animal has grown 
six inches, and has devoured seven hundred pounds weight of 
worms. I do not know that he has increased in proportion to 
his appetite. A quarter of a ton of worms in two years is an 
enormous amount of food for so small an animal to consume. 
What those worms have cost 1 cannot say, probably over £50. 
It has also consumed thirteen hundred hens’ eggs. This food 
is specially prepared by Mrs. Eadie in the form of scrambled 
eggs. For the first time since the Platypus has been known, 
a period of nearly one hundred and fifty years, we have dis¬ 
covered a diet that will assist us to keep this remarkable 
animal alive in captivity. The Platypus, like the prophet, is 
without honour in its own country. Professor Sir Colin Mac- 
Kenzie referred to the Platypus in the New York Zoo, which 
lived there for forty-nine days. 1 was told when I visited 
the Bronx Park, New York, that 25,000 visitors formed a 
queue and paid a dollar each to see the Platypus. We have 
had wonderful publicity in the newspapers not only in the 
form of articles and paragraphs, but also in the many photo¬ 
graphs which have appeared from week to week throughout 
the year. We have a full supply of photographs at the Zoo 
in excellent condition, and the Director and the Curator of 
the Australian Section can supply stories which would make 
good copy. These photographs, in postcard form, are for 
sale to the public to help the finances of the Society. I think 
we are all fully aware of the great help the Press render our 
Zoo and I trust that they will continue to help us along in the 
future. I have much pleasure in moving a hearty vote of 
thanks to the Press. 

Seconded by Mr. Lewis and carried unanimously.

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REGULATIONS 

MADE BY THE COUNCIL OF THE 

ROYAL 

Zoological and Acclimatisation Society 

Pursuant to the Zoological and Acclimatisation Society Incorporation 
Act, No. 794, 1884, Section 8, 
and approved by the Governor-m-Council. 


1. Membership. A subscriber of One Guinea shall bo entitled to a 
family ticket to admit himself and family to the gardens, for the 
financial year of the Society ending 31st December. But should ho 
become a subscriber after the 30th June in any year he shall be 
allowed a rebate on one-half the subscription which would otherwise 
be payable by him for that year. A contributor of Ten guineas or 
upwards in one sum shall be a life member of the Society, and shall 
have the same privileges as the holder of a family ticket. Any person 
who has rendered special services to the Society may be elected an 
honorary member by the Council, and shall have the same privileges 
as the holder of a family ticket until such time as the Council other¬ 
wise determine, but shall not- have the right to vote at any meeting of 
the Society. 

2. Election of Council.- At the annual meeting to be held in the 
month of February in each year, three members of the Council (namely, 
those who have attended the fewest meetings of the Council since their 
appointment) shall retire, but shall be eligible for re-election, subject 
to Regulation No. 10. 

3. Vacancy in Council, how supplied. In the case of a vacancy 
occurring by the death, resignation,* or non-attendance of any member 
of the council for a period of two months without leave of the council, 
the remaining members shall, in due course, appoint another member 
of the Society to bo a member of the council in the place and stead 
of the member who shall so die, resign, or absent himself; hut such 
new member shall be nominated at an ordinary meeting of the council 
prior to the meeting at which ho is elected. 

4. Council to fill up Vacancies. -In case of a vacancy occurring 
by the death or resignation of the president, vice-president, or hon¬ 
orary treasurer, or on the passing of the resolution referred to in 
Regulation No. 5, the Council may appoint from amongst themselves 
a person to fdl the vacancy so occurring, and the person elected shall 
hold office only until the next annual meeting, hut shall ho eligible 
for re-election for the subsequent year : Provided that such vacancy 
shall not be fdlcd up unless seven days’ notice, in writing, shall have 
been sent to each member of the Council, stating the vacancies which 
it is proposed to fdl up.

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5. Resignation of Office Bearers. A majority of the whole Council 
for the time being assembled at any meeting (of which at least seven 
days’ notice shall have been given to each member of the Council 

specifying the intention to move such resolution) may pass a resolution 
to the effect that (in the interests of the Society) is it desirable that 
the president, or either of the vice-presidents or the honorary treasurer 
should be called upon to resign his olfice, and if thereupon such resigna¬ 
tion shall be received then the Council may forthwith proceed to fill 
such vacancy as and in manner provided by Regulation 4 aforesaid; 
hut if such officer shall not send in his resignation, in writing, within 
fourteen days from the date of the passing of such resolution, then the 
Council at a subsequent meeting duly convened (and of which seven 
days’ notice shall have been given to each member of the Council 

specifying the intention to propose such resolution), may pass a reso¬ 
lution declaring such office vacant, and may proceed forthwith at such 
meeting to fdl such vacancy as if such vacancy had been caused by the 
death or resignation of the officer as referred to in Regulation 4 afore¬ 
said. 

(). Eligibility of Membors of Council. —No person shall be eligible 
as an elected member of Council unless he be a subscriber to the 
funds of the Society of at least One guinea per annum, and any 

elected member of Council whose subscription shall be in arrear 
for Ihrce months after his subscription is payable shall cease to be a 
member of Council: Provided that this rule shall not apply to 

life members of the Society; and provided also that a month’s notice 
in writing shall ho sent to the member so in arrear before his place 
can be filled up. 

7. Meetings of the Council. -The Council shall meet at least once 
a month, three membors to form a quorum, and transact the business 
of the Society. And flic director shall have power to call a special 
meeting of the council whenever occasion may require. 

8. Minutes of Proceedings. —Minutes shall he made in books kept 
for the purpose of all proceedings at general meetings of the members, 
and minutes shall also be made of the proceedings of the council at 
their general and special meetings, and of the names of the members 
attending the same, and such minutes shall be open to inspection by 
any member of the Society at all reasonable times. 

9. Moneys to be paid to Treasurer. —All subscriptions and other 
moneys received on account of the Society shall be paid to the treasurer 
or secretary, who shall place the same in a bank, to he named by the 
Council, to the credit of the Society; and no sum shall he paid on 
account of the Society until the same shall have been ordered by the 
Council, and such order to be duly entered in the hook of the proceed¬ 
ings of the Council, and all cheques shall be signed by the treasurer 
as such, and be countersigned by the president or one of the vice- 
presidents, and by the director or secretary. 

10. Annual Meeting. —An annual meeting of members shall be 
held in the month of February in each year, and the Council shall 
report their proceedings during the past year, and shall produce their 
accounts duly audited for publication; and the meeting shall elect by 
ballot the office-bearers for the ensuing year, and fdl up any vacancy 
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which may exist in the Council. Nominations for election of members 
of the council, other than existing members eligible for re-election 
shall be delivered, in writing, to the secretary not less than fourteen 
days prior to the date of the annual meeting. 

11. Medals. No medal of the Society shall be awarded to any 
person except by vote of at least seven members of council, present 
at a council meeting, and after notice of motion for awarding such 
medal shall have been given at the next preceding meeting of the 
council. 

12. Time of Gardens Opening and Closing. The gardens are open 
during such hours as the Council shall from time to time determine. 

13. Dogs not allowed in Gardens. Visitors are not allowed to 
bring dogs into the gardens. A penalty to two pounds is imposed for 
an offence against this regulation, in addition to which the* owner of 
any dog found in the gardens will be held responsible for any damage 
done by such dog. 

14. Prohibitions. Visitors arc especially prohibited from teasing 
or disturbing the animals or birds; also from interrupting the workmen 
by conversation or otherwise; also from leaving bottles, broken glass 
or crockery, paper, or litter of any kind in the gardens; from lighting 
any tire therein; from posting any bills on the fences, houses or trees; 
and from playing cricket, football, or other games within the gardens. 
A penalty of ten shillings is imposed for an offence against this regula¬ 
tion. 


15. Children unprotected, not allowed in Gardens. Children under 
twelve years of age will not be allowed within the gardens unless with 
a parent or other adult, and if found therein may be expelled therefrom. 

16. Prohibitions. —Walking across the shrubberies or flower 
borders, pulling flowers or branches from the plants, shrubs, or trees, 
standing upon or climbing over any of the fences, climbing trees or 
bird-nesting, cutting names or letters or marks of any kind, or writing 
on any of the seats, or trees or fences, or any building erected for the 
accommodation of the public, are strictly prohibited. A penalty of ten 
shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

17. Entrance Except by Gate Prohibited. -Entering the gardens 
by climbing over fences or by any gate other than the one by which 
the public are admitted, or without having paid the charge for ad¬ 
mission, or entering into those parts of the grounds which are specially 
closed for plantation or other purposes is strictly prohibited. A penalty 
of not less than twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against this 
regulation. 

18. Expulsion on Misbehaviour. Any person found in a state of 
intoxication, or behaving in a disorderly manner, or creating or taking 
part in any disturbance, or committing any act of indecency, or swear¬ 
ing, or using bad language, or committing a breach of any of the above 
regulations, may bo forthwith removed from the gardens, and any 
member of the Society so misbehaving shall cease to be a member.

19. Preaching or public harangues, whereby a crowd is dollected 
within the gardens, or on the grounds under the control of the council 
of the Society, are strictly forbidden. A penalty of five pounds is im¬ 
posed for an offence against this regulation. 

20. No person shall be permitted, without the permission of the 
Council, to carry on any traffic whatsoever, or distribute handbills in 
the gardens. A penalty of twenty shillings is imposed for an offence 
against this regulation. 

21. No musical band or other instrumental or vocal performers 
shall he permitted to perform in the gardens unless with the express 
permission of the director. A penalty of two pounds is imposed for 
an offence against this regulation. 

22. Charges for Admission. On Sundays and all other days of the 
week, non-subscribers shall be admitted to the Gardens upon payment 
of Sixpence for each adult and Threepence for each child under the 
age of twelve years and over the age of three years, hut children under 
the age of three years will he admitted free. Upon application to the 
Director, State Schools, Classes, Primary Schools, and children of 
Charitable Institutions shall be admitted free. On Sundays and all 
other days of the week subscribers and members of the Society shall 
be admitted free. 

2d. Repeal of Pre-existing Rules. —All rules and regulations of 
the Society in force prior to its incorporation and up to the date of 
these regulations coming into effect arc hereby repealed.
